Watching    these    changing    times    bring    new    faces  ....  new    ideas  ....

Two  decades  have  passed  since  Principal 
Charles  M.  Sharp  first  opened  the  doors  of 
Howe.

As  in  the  past,  his 
welcome  is  the  signal  for  the  start  of 
another  year  of  growth  and  learning  at 
Thomas    Carr    Howe    High    School.

For  several  years  Thomas  Carr  Howe  High  School  existed 

only    in    the    minds    of    people  who  were  eager  for  an   eastside   school. 

Through    the  crusading   of   various   civic   clubs,    hopes   and   dreams 

began    to   materialize  when    in    1928,    10.9  acres  of   the  old  Allen   estate 

on    Pleasant   Run   were   purchased.     A    more    beautiful    site   could    not 

have   been   selected    for    a    school.     Violet    Hill,    called   so 

because  of   the   abundance  of   violets,    stands   overlooking   a    broad   campus 

which    extends    to    the   banks   of    Pleasant   Run. 

Blueprints   were   drawn    and   approved,   and   on    May  28,    1937, 

Mrs.    Louis  W.    Bruck,    then    president    of    the    Irvington    Union    of    Clubs, 

broke   ground   for    the    building.     The    cornerstone,    containing 

such    items   as   a    Bible,   a    United   States   flag,    a   coin,    and   a   biography 

of   Dr.   Thomas   Carr   Howe,    for   whom   the   school    is   named,   were   laid 

on    November    19.     On   dedication   day,    after   Mr.    Hilton    U.    Brown   had 

delivered   the  acceptance   speech,    Principal   Charles   M.   Sharp 

officially  opened   Howe   by   signaling   the    tower  clock    to   be   started. 

Since   the    building   was    first   erected,    a    gym,    cafeteria, 

and   new  wing  of   classrooms   have   been    added.     Each   year,    Howe   has 

developed   further    both    physically    and    academically;    as 

enrollment   has    increased,    so    has    the    curriculum    expanded. 

It   is  well   for   us   to   look   back   on   all    these   past   accomplishments 

at   Howe,   but   let   us   also   not   forget   to   look   ahead   to   the   future.

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R.O.T.C.  is  an  elective  course  at  Howe 
which  prepares  the  young  men  for  their  term 
in  the  armed  forces  after  graduation.  Its  goal 
is  to  help  the  boys  develop  patriotism  and  a 
sense  of  responsibility  for  their  country.  Lead- 
ership qualities  are  stressed  and  emphasized 
among  the  cadets  who  are  required  to  "dress 
out"  in  full  uniform  each  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day. Grades  and  conduct  play  an  important 
part  in  the  selection  of  officers  for  the  unit. 

Under  the  direction  of  M/Sgt.  W.  J. 
Schmidt,  the  R.O.T.C.  boys  planned  and  spon- 
sored the  annual  Military  Ball  on  March  22. 
Honorary  invitations  were  sent  to  the  Presi- 
dent, Governor  Hand  ley,  and  Mayor  Bayt. 
R.O.T.C.  sponsors  Janet  Gilpin,  Ann  Schu- 
maker,  Julie  Pratt,  Kay  Sturgeon,  and  Lydia 
Hildreth,  were  candidates  for  Queen  of  the 
Ball.    Ann  was  chosen  the  winner  by  the  mem- 


bers of  R.O.T.C.  and  reigned  over  the  eve- 
ning's festivities. 

An  innovation  in  the  R.O.T.C.  program 
came  this  year  with  the  formation  of  a  Girl's 
Rifle  Team  and  Faculty  Rifle  Teams  for  men 
and  women.  Little  opportunity  was  given  for 
competition  but  both  groups  hope  to  improve 
their  schedules  in  the  future. 

The  Boys'  Rifle  Team,  coached  by  M/Sgt. 
Schmidt,  copped  the  first-place  award  in  the 
Fifth  Army  Intersholastic  Matches  held  Jan- 
uary   15-31. 

Howe  cadets  were  reviewed  in  their  Federal 
Inspection  held  in  May,  1957.  Visiting  offi- 
cers from  the  regular  army  rated  the  boys' 
performance  as  "superior."  A  gold  star,  rep- 
resenting the  rating,  will  be  pinned  to  the 
school  flag  by  Principal  C.  M.  Sharp  during 
the  1958  Federal   Inspection.

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Instrumental   music 
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In  the  state  instrumental  solo  and  ensemble 
contests  held  in  February,  Howe  received  more 
first-division  ratings  than  any  other  school  in 
Marion  County.  This  fact  alone  illustrates 
what  fine  instruction  instrumental  students  at 
Howe  receive  and  how  hard  the  students  them- 
selves must  have  worked. 

The  orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Constantine  Poulimas,  has  grown  to  46  mem- 
bers. Concerts  were  given  at  School  #78  and 
#62  to  establish  good  public  relations  and  to 
promote  the  study  of  string  instruments  in  the 
lower  grades. 

"It  will  be  another  3  or  4  years  before  we 
will  be  able  to  set  up  a  full  orchestra  pro- 
gram," said  Mr.  Poulimas.  "The  plan  must 
begin  in  the  grade  schools  so  the  students 
will  be  partially  prepared  by  the  time  they 
reach  Howe." 

Music  for  the  senior  play  and  other  school 
functions  was  provided  by  the  Little  Sym- 
phony, a  smaller  and  more  flexible  group  or- 
ganized this  year.  It  can  be  used  when  the 
complete  orchestra  is  unnecessary,  and  it  gives 


some  of  the  better  musicians  an  opportunity 
to  play  as  one  unit. 

Fourteen  Howe  orchestra  members  were 
chosen  to  play  in  the  All-City  Orchestra  which 
received  recognition  for  its  top-flight  per- 
formances. 

Mr.  Louis  McEnderfer's  band  of  75  mem- 
bers added  to  the  color  of  the  football  games 
by  marching  and  presenting  half-time  shows 
with  the  majorettes.  They  also  participated  in 
several  parades  during  the  warmer  months. 

Several  Howe  band  members  were  part  of 
the  All-City  Band,  a  group  made  up  of  the 
best  musicians  from  each  city  high  school's 
marching  band. 

Joan  Headlee,  flutist  and  member  of  both 
the  orchestra  and  the  band,  won  first  place 
in  the  Jordan  College  of  Music  Young  People's 
Concert  auditions  and  Mac  Klein,  who  plays 
trumpet,  was  chosen  alternate. 

A  smaller  division  of  the  band  is  the  Howe 
Dance  Band  which  plays  for  school  and  com- 
munity dances.  The  popularity  of  the  group 
is  demonstrated  by  the  number  of  program 
offers  they  have  received.

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Long  hours  of  hard  work  are  required  of  the 
TOWER  staff  to  meet  each  deadline  date  of 
Howe's  bi-weekly  newspaper.  The  publication 
contains  news  concerning  clubs,  activities, 
sports,  individuals,  future  events,  interviews, 
and  humorous  stories  and  question-answer 
polls.  It  gives  an  over-all  coverage  of  news- 
worthy incidents  around  Howe. 

First  the  editors  must  roughly  determine 
the  general  plan  of  the  next  issue  and  decide 
what  stories  they  want  written.  Feature  writ- 
ers receive  their  assignments  and  reporters 
check  out  their  "beat"  cards  and  follow  up 
any  leads  they  may  find.  Interviewing  busy 
teachers  and  cross-country  runners  as  they 
dash  along  Pleasant  Run  Parkway  is  all  part 
of  the  reporters'  and  feature  writers'  jobs. 

When  the  articles  are  completed,  the  copy 
readers  and  editors  take  over.    Each  story  must 
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be  carefully  checked  for  length  and  grammat- 
ical errors  before  it  is  sent  to  the  printer. 
Page  editors  arrange  the  news  items  on  their 
pages  and  finally,  the  finished  proofs  are  sent 
back  to  the  printer  and  the  process  begins 
again. 

Staff  appointments  are  made  by  the  retiring 
staff  in  the  spring.  This  year's  TOWER  was 
headed  by  two  editors-in-chief.  Sally  Mable 
held  the  position  until  she  graduated  mid-year, 
after  which  Jim  Knaur  was  promoted  to  the 
post. 

Two  TOWERITES  received  unusual  recog- 
nition for  their  journalistic  talents.  Feature 
writer  Jean  Kovac  had  one  of  her  stories  pub- 
lished in  the  magazine  Student  Life.  Judy 
Pigman  was  awarded  $100  by  the  Freedom's 
Foundation  for  her  editorial  on  the  freedom 
of  assembly.

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Howe's  varsity  track  team  was  in  the  spot- 
light again  this  year.  Sporting  a  splendid  7-2 
season,  the  spikesters  were  only  downed  on 
two  occasions.  Attucks  and  Broad  Ripple  de- 
feated Howe  by  close  margins. 

Louis  Sharp  was  elected  captain  by  his  team- 
mates. He  also  was  presented  the  "Best  Men- 
tal Attitude"  award.  Given  the  "Most  Valu- 
able Player"  medal  was  Jack  Burgan.  Along 
with  Burgan,  Rush  Lash  and  Bob  Bransford 
spirited  the  other  cindermen  on  to  their  tri- 
umphant season. 

Lash,  an  outstanding  track  man  as  well  as 
a  cross  country  harrier,  shattered  the  school 
record  for  the  mile  with  a  remarkable  4:25.3 
as  well  as  defeating  all  comers  in  the  State 
mile.  However,  Lash  wasn't  the  only  record 
breaker  at  Howe.    Bob  Bransford  bettered  the 


high  jump  record  at  Howe.  The  record  now 
stands  at  six  feet. 

Another  record  breaker  was  the  Howe  half 
mile  relay  team.  They  ran  a  record  1  :35.2 
for  the  half  mile.  The  team  consisted  of  Bur- 
gan, Mickey  Shields,  Max  Woodbury,  and 
Sharp. 

Following  the  tradition,  Howe's  reserves 
sported  a  4-1  season.  Losing  only  to  Wash- 
ington, the  reserves  defeated  the  remaining 
four  teams  by  considerable  margins.

Dave  Peters  paced  the 
way  for  the  Hornets  with  scores  ranging  from 
the  low  seventies  to  the  low  eighties.  In  the 
city-county  tourney  Howe  placed  fourth.  In 
the  sectional  the  Hornets  took  third  place,  and 
the  linksmen  made  an  outstanding  showing  in 
the  state  meet  by  capturing  sixth  place  with 
a  team  score  of  325.
